With the death of Gniseppe Garibaldi 


disappears a heroic figure which has 
long filled a placu of unchallenged pre- 
eminence in ihe aflectionsof his coun- 
trymen. He deserved their love and 
admiration, for ho was not only a high- 
minded and single-hearted patriot, but 
a successful liberator, and what Mazzini 
planned he, more than any other son of 
Italy, carried intotriuinphantexeeution 


To liml a parallel to the intlucnce ex- 


ercised by Garibaldi's personality in tho 
.•ihapiu0" of events wo must look not to 
Kossutfi or 15oliv:ir or any leading spirit 
of the French revolution, for the move- 
ments vvith which those men were asso- 
ciated had acquired nn impetus to which 
the contributions of individuals seemed 
relatively iiisi<rnifieuiit. 
But Garibaldi 


may be said to have revived the tradi- 
tions of Italian valor, and in the victory 
he won over n'l'eat odds in 18411 under 
the walls oJ Rome he taughi his coun- 
trymen a les-dii of .self-respect and 
se'lt'-conliden. u which was never after- 
ward forgotten.

of Ciivour's position in 1HGO that Italy 
owes her unity to tho famous expedition 
of tho One Thousand against .Sicily, a 
feat of arms whose equal must be sought 
in the exploits of the Vikings or of the 
Norman 
adventurers who conquered 


the same island eight cemturios before. 
There arc few liner things in history 
than Garibaldi's, willing resignation of 
tt dictatorship which he had won by hid 
svv'orrt, in order that the historic, king- 
dom of the Two Sicilies, after an ago 
long severance, might be merged in a 
united Italy. And even his two unsuc- 
cessful atTcmpts to recover Homo in 
18C2 and 
18U7 served to fortify his 


countrymen in tho resolve not lo rest 
until the Holy City had become the 
Italian capital. 


Garibaldi vvas something more and 


larger than ii patriot. 
His sympathies 


were not bounded by a single race or 
country. 
He vvas animated by a nobly 


passion of emancipation, and proclaimed, 
himself a citizen and soldier of every 
land struggling io be free.

was forty vears of age he had twice 
pearly hut hi-, lifo lighting for the inde- 
pendence of I'ruguuy, and at the. age
